A further account of the Bridg at Pont St-Efprit, 
iv hereof before, Numb. 1 60. together with a paral- 
lel Hiftory of [owe other Bridges at Rome: In a 
Letter from the ingenious Mr. Tankred Robinfou 
to Dr. Martin Lifter. 

Incc my lail concerning the Bridge at Pont St.Ef- 
prit, I have found fomcthing more in that kind for 
your further diverfion; 1 doe not doubt but you 
ftill retain a frefh Idea of the ftately ruins of the Modern 
Bridge at Avignon, which hath yielded in many places 
to the extreme rapidity, and violence of the libofne. 
Its fall in my opinion may be afcrib'd to three defects „- 
firlt, it was not fo Multangular, as that at St. Efprit : Se- 
condly, it wanted in j or 4 places, the little Arches divid- 
ing the feet of the great ones, and in thole parts it hath 
fuffer'd moif ; for where thole ufeful fluces are, there I 
obferv'd the bridge to Hand [till the raoft entire. Third- 
ly, the pedeftals (or as you very properly call them, Hori- 
zontal Arches) were not fo Geometrically and exactly 
laid, as thofe of Pont St.E(prit,their jettings out were few, 
and they not gradually contracted, fo that the force of 
the lire am mult be the greater upon the Fabrick. 

Now that we are upon this fort of Hiftory, I will ven- 
ture to carry you from the Rhofhe to theTj^r, whtch, 
though not fo fwift as the P^hofhe, yet is fubject to greater 
inundations, as many inferiptions allure us. No River

ever had fo many bridges built with that magnificence 
and art, as this j and though they were more pompous, 
and rich in rare ftones, in Sculpture, &c. than that I for- 
merly lent you a draught of from Montp slier ; yet they 
had the like provifion for their fecurity, and preferva- 
tion, and their defign was much the fame ,• which may be 
ieen -axKome this very day in the old Pons Milvius (now 
Ponte nolle) near the via Flaminia ; in the marble re- 
mains of the Pons Mmilius ( repair' d with rich materials 
by Antoninus Pius) on the fide of the 7{ipa, or TraJ/evere, 
near the root of the Aventine hill, where firft the Pons 
Sub licius flood j a 1 ? alio in the Pons pabntius and the 
Cejiius, that leads over to the Infula Tiberina ; in all which 
there are It ill very fair marks of the old T\oman ftruclure, 
and defign; and if that prodigious City had not been 
knock 't fo often to peices by barbarous Sackers, we might 
have had ftill as clear proofs from the other bridges ; vi%. 
The Pons Triumphalis, the Scnatorius, -Jc. But GothiJh t 
and Northern torrents broke all before them,
